Barring an appeal to a higher 
! court, the 
attem pt 
of Newport 
Beach and Costa Mesa to secede 
from the Santa Ana high school 
district had met with failure today. 
The m atter went out of the su­ 
perior court here yesterday when 
I Judge Homer G. Ames sustained 
a demurrer which was said to have 
taken the heart out of the case of 
the beach communities. 
The mandamus suit filed against 
R. P. Mitchell, county school su­ 
perintendent, by Donald R. Dodge. 
I Lew H. Wallace and Fred W. Opp, 
! sought instructions from the court 
I ordering Mitchell to call an elec­ 
tion for the formation of the pro­ 
posed Newport Harbor union high 
school district. 
Mitchell had refused to verify’ 
petitions on the subject and to call 
the election, contending that the 
area in question is a city district, 
and that the law does not provide 
for the separation of elementary 
districts from such a unit. 
The key to the secession case 
was its declaration th at Mitchell Is 
wrong and th a t this region is a 
union high school district “for the 
purpose of this proceeding.’’ Dep­ 
uty District A ttorney S. B. K auf­ 
man and D. G. W ettlin, represent­ 
ing Mitchell, w ent before the court 
with a dem urrer and motion to 
strike this part of the complaint. 
The sustaining of their contentions 
took the foundation from th* case 
of the beach cities and left noth­ 
ing before the court on which to 
argue the m atter. 
Leroy P. Anderson, representing 
the petitioners, argued th a t the 
coast areas had the right to sep­ 
arate, pointing out. th a t they had 
entered the Santa A na district vol­ 
untarily. Although no notice of ap­ 
peal was filed, It Is believed th at 
the m atter will bs carried to the 
supreme court for a test of the 
law, Anderson holding th at one or 
two points can be raised which 
have not been decided yet.

watched for hours a star pitcher 
25 years back, “W ish” Egan, in­ 
struct Wells in a change of pace. 
In his day no pitcher had such 
a change of pace as Egan. 
Wells 
was making progress when I de­ 
parted for the north. 
A few months after the season 
opened I picked the paper up one 
morning and learned that South­ 
paw Wells had passed on to the 
Birmingham team of the Southern 
league.

Parson Weems of the Cherry Tree 
by Harold Kellock, published by 
The Century Co. 
The movement toward 
making 
our national heroes more real and 
which has resulted at the same 
time In discrediting such w riters 
as Parson Weems who wrote about 
the honest little George W ashing­ 
ton and the cherry tree has finally 
reached Parson Weems himself and 
in Harold Kellock’s book “Parson 
Weems of the 
Cherry 
Tree” 
we 
make the acquaintance of the in­ 
teresting and even lovable book 
agent, parson, fiddler, end author. 
Mr. Kellock is sufficiently fa­ 
miliar with his material on the 
Parson and well-versed with the 
times not to be burdened to such 
an extent that he sacrifices life 
and color. 
W hile presenting P a r­ 
son Weems, a strange paradox in­ 
deed, a traveling book agent who 
made quit# a comfortable living, 
he narrates many interesting bits 
about the times, the roads, the 
prestige of vestrymen, the status 
and conduct of clergymen and the 
penalties 
for 
various 
transgres­ 
sions of clerical decorum- 
The 
old 
character 
of 
Weems 
proves most fascinating to the very 
end. 
There are other stories than 
the one about 
the 
cherry 
tree 
which Weems incorporated in hie 
popular and brief life of George 
Washington. 
Behold, we find, lf 
we accept Weems, that the father 
of our country was “too proud to 
fight.” Weems quotes him chiding 
his schoolmates 
about 
fighting. 
“You shall never, boys," he Ie sup­ 
posed to have said to his school­ 
mates, “have my consent to a prac­ 
tice so shocking; shocking aven In 
slaves and dogs; then how utterly 
scandalous In little boys at school, 
who ought to look on one another 
a* brothers. 
And w hat must be 
the feelings of our tender parents, 
when, instead of seeing us come 
home smiling and lovely, as the Joy 
of their hearts they see us creep­ 
ing In like young blackguards, with 
our heads bound up, black eyes and 
bloody clothes.” 
The originality and adaptability 
which prompted the myths about 
Washington were part and parcel 
of a 
personality 
remarkable 
In 
other ways. In a little volume of a 
few more than two hundred pages 
this author has crammed an ex­ 
ceedingly am ount of Interest and 
am usem ent 
There are tales of 
the eccentricities of the Parson, of 
his salesmanship experiences, of his 
days In the pulpit of his gentle 
hoaxes, examples of his ridiculous 
moral stories, and again, contrarily, 
there are passages of beauty and 
magnitude 
quoted 
from 
Parson 
Weems' own writings. 
The colonial parson who waited 
about in England two years be­ 
fore the authority was granted to 
the Church of England, after the 
war, to ordain will live In this 
little book. 
The entertainm ent In 
the book does not come from hold­ 
ing him up to ridicule, far from It. 
Parson W eems knew himself to 
be out of joint with his times. 
He 
did things which clergymen were 
not supposed to do In those days, 
mild human transgressions which 
command our respect and said to 
his 
charm- 
He 
wrote 
tracts, 
which he sold by the thousands, 
dealing with drunkenness, gamb­ 
ling, 
dueling, 
murder, 
adultery, 
cruelty to husbands and in praise 
of matrimony and the raising of 
large families. 
He was a liberal 
and a critic of his own times. - 
The book presents a human pic­ 
ture of the period following the 
Revolutionary war. 
It leaves one 
wishing that the Parson had kept 
a journal or diary or, if he did, 
that he might have It today. 
It 
might prove as interesting to us In 
this country as Cellini or Pepys- 
He could have made many Inter­ 
esting observations as he jogged 
along over the rough trails in the 
late 18th and early 19th centuries.

In 
history 
have exerted their Influence pure­

gathered about them disciples, and 
among these disciples there has 
developed,

influence of common teaching, a 
certain "school of thought, or ac­ 
tion. 
Jesus was unique and pre-em i­ 
nent as a teacher in this, that his 
life and 
his 
teachings 
far 
out- 
shadow anything revealed In his 
disciples; but on the other hand 
the greatness of his teaching came 
to the world through the disciples, 
and 
it 
was 
through 
his 
wise 
choice of an inner circle of evan­ 
gelists, whom he drew to him that 
they might 
understand the good 
news that he had brought and go 
forth proclaiming it. that he e s­ 
tablished the effectiveness of his 
ministry and gave it permanency 
to the world* Apparently no wiser 
provision 
for 
the 
spread of his 
gospel could have been made. 
Simplicity 
The nature of the commission 
that Jesus gave to these twelve 
and 
the 
instructions 
concerning 
the 
way 
in 
which 
they 
should 
carry out their mission are inter­ 
esting. 
Jesus lays profound em ­ 
phasis upon the primacy of their 
work and the sim plicity of all the 
arrangements for its accom plish­ 
ment. 
We have had a recent and very 
conspicuous demonstration of the 
sort 
of thing which 
Jesus 
evi­ 
dently had in mind in the proper 
equipment 
of 
the 
disciples 
for 
their difficult work 
in the 
way 
in which Lindbergh went to Paris. 
He 
"traveled 
light.” 
spum ing 
every non-essential 
and 
sacrific­ 
ing 
everything 
to 
the 
supreme 
purpose that he had in mind. 
Jesus attached that sort of sim ­ 
ple practicality to the preaching 
of the Gospel. 
He 
warned 
the 
twelve 
against 
such 
habits 
as 
might lead to waste of time and 
over 
absorption 
with 
worldly 
things. 
It is 
Instructive 
to 
note ttha 
apparently Jesus did not appoint 
the twelve until he had already 
a fairly large

A common fault and a common element of weakness la the 
habit of exaggeration. 
You have often heard a young flapper 
say that upon such and such an occasion she nerly died or that 
there were millions of people at the ball game, or some other 
manifest exaggeration. 
This is a habit th at is easily slipped into, but it is an element 
of weakness. 
The trouble is th at people get to discounting your state­ 
ments and are apt to believe nothing that you say. 
They think 
that you always exaggerate everything. 
The Christian Science Monitor points out that one of the 
values of studying arithm etic is to become accustomed to the 
joys of accuracy. 
If one will acquire the habit of stating as nearly as may be 
possible exactly w'hat Is the fact, if 
his reputation for stating the 
facts cleanly is once established, it will be a great element of 
strength. 
Profanity and over-exaggeratlon 
and 
extreme 
utterances 
only show that our passions outrun our information. 
Always state, the best you can, Just exactly w’hat occurred. 
Accustom yourself to accuracy and modest claims. 
Then you 
will be credited with the habit of truth-telling and people will 
believe what you say. 
There may be Joy, a certain kind of joy, in exaggeration. 
It 
may appeal to the imagination to overstate things.

Today I return to the canvas on 
which I am painting the picture 
of the ideal citizen, as I see him, 
by discussing the fifth of eleven 
attitudes I think he maintains—a 
skeptical attitude toward political 
parties. 
I do not mean to suggest that 
the ideal citizen has some new 
scheme, nicely worked out to the 
last detail, that he desires to sub­ 
stitute for the prevailing system 
of politics by political parties. 
I mean only that I think the ideal 
citizen is a political agnostic at 
least; 
he 
may 
not 
know 
what 
scheme would work better, but he 
is keenly aware of certain manifest 
shortcomings of the existing party 
system. 
The system of two major parties 
in the United States, for instance, 
divides 
the 
population 
vertically 
into two camps, theoretically into 
two coherent groups of men and 
women who think alike about two 
contrasted 
and 
competing 
pro­ 
grams. 
The ideal citizen knows that this 
is a theory that does not square 
with fact; he knows that on a i­ 
rn 'st every Issue in the nation’s 
life there are men and women in 
each party who agree with men 
and women in the opposing party 
more than they agree with men and 
women in their own party. 
He knows th at a political map

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FAULTY BRAKES 


Th® attention of motor vehicle 
drivers of California was calied to­ 
day to the 
approach * of 
spring1 
w eather with long drives in pros­ 
pect and the consequent need of an 
examination of brakes, in a baile4- 
tin, many additional cafs will be on 
the streets and highways, causing 
congestion and making It * im pera­ 
tive th at brakes be in good can. 
dltlon. 
Drivers 
contem plating 
mountain trips were urged par­ 
ticularly to inspect this im portant 
feature of their cars and have 
them adjusted if necessary. 
"Brakes that do 
not 
hold 
or 
brakes 
not equalised 
are 
worse 
than none at all,” said 
Snook’s 
bulletin. 
‘‘They give a fated sense' 
of security on a clear road but fail 
when they are most needed. 
‘‘Fortunately, practically all the 
newer models of cars are equipped 
with four-wheel brakes, a device 
which 
offers 
the 
maximum 
of 
safety if properly equalized. 
If 
poorly 
equalized, 
however, 
their 
safety value is lost. 
Hence they 
should be carefully inspected by 
an expert at regular intervals. 
“If two-wheel brakes cannot stop 
a car within 58 feet at 25 miles an 
hour or if four-wheel brakes can­ 
not stop It in 34.7 feet a t the same 
speed, the owner should lose no 
time in having them inspected and 
relined lf necessary. 
“Try brakes out frequently on 
acme lonely stretch of road where 
there is no interference. 
Measure 
off the distance and see w hat they 
will do. 
Don’t 
wait 
until 
an 
emergency 
arises 
before 
finding 
out w hat they will do.” 
The motor vehicle chief said in­ 
structions would be given shortly 
to traffic officers to make tests of 
brakes at points throughout the 
state and that persons caught with 
unsafe brakes would be required to 
have them adjusted immediately. 
The following were announced 
as the proper distances in which 
properly maintained and equalized 
brakes should stop a car in a giv­ 
en distance: 
Two-wheel brakes, IO miles per 
hour, stopping distance, 9.S feet; 
15 miles, 20.8 feet; 20 miles, 37 
feet; 25 miles, 58 feet; 30 miles, 
83.3 feet; 35 miles, 115 feet; 40 
miles, 148 feet; 45 miles, 188 feet; 
50 miles, 232 feet 
Four-whel brakes, IO miles per 
hour, stopping distance 5.6 feet; 
15 miles, 12.5 feet; 20 miles, 22.2 
feet; 25 miles, 34.7 feet; 30 miles, 
50 feet; 35 miles, 68.2 feet; 40 miles, 
89 feet; 46 miles, 112.8 feet; 50 
miles, 139 feet. 
Snook urged motorists 
to 
clip 
out these tables and use them for 
reference in making tests of their 
own brakes.

This often costs 
motorists many miles of unneces­ 
sary traveling as well as consid­ 
erable inconvenience and vexation. 
M otorists seeing these sign des­ 
troyers a t work are urged to re­ 
port them to the club, which will 
prosecute to the full extent of the 
law.”

Snow balled in the mountain re­ 
gions who "pull rough stu ff’ on 
passing 
m otorists 
are 
liable 
to 
get Into serious trouble. 
Answering m any complaints that 
have come to the Automobile Club 
of Southern California where this 


practice has resulted in accidents 
and injuries, the legal departm ent 
of the club quotes from the penal 
code, which says: 
"An assault Is an unlawful a t­ 
tempt, coupled with a present abil­ 
ity, to commit a violent injury on 
the person of another. 
An assault 
is punishable by a fine not ex­ 
ceeding $500, or by imprisonment 
in the county jail not exceeding 
six months, or both. 
“A battery is any wilful 
and 
unlawful use of force or violence 
upon the person of another. 
A 
battery is punishable by a Ane of 
not exceeding $1000 or by 
Im­ 
prisonment in the county jail not 
exceeding six months, or by both.” 
While the persons complaining 
to the automobile club do not con­ 


tend that every person throwing a 
snowball should 
be 
prosecuted, 
they recite instances of where on 
heavy grades and curves drivers 
have been hit in the face 
with 
snowballs; car windows have been 
broken; fights have occurred be­ 
tween motorists and snow balled; 
a man and woman were hit with a 
snowball mixed with oil; a snow­ 
ball w as thrown through the wind­ 
shield, of a car striking a woman 
and knocking her unconscious.

A squeaky or 
muddy body, on the other hand, 
can be tolerated without handicap­ 
ping the operation of the car. 
Eventually, however, the squeaks 
and dirt leave permanent marks on 
the car. rattling becomes an every­ 
day affair and tbs automobile Is 
worth much lese than one to which 
attention has been paid. 
Yet care of the body la easier 
than attention to the engine. 
It 
requires only occasional chocking 
of bolts and other parts. 
And It 
demands only a matter of cleanli­ 
ness on the part of the owner.

It Isn’t much, for instance, to 
have the body bolts tightened when 
the chassis Im being greased. 
No 
matter how well built the car may 
be, Its tie-down bolts loosen with 
the vibration of travel, and 
Its 
doors 
and 
other 
movable 
parts 
squeak on their hinges. 
Closed bodies, especially, should 
be adjusted after the first 1000 or 
1500 miles of use. 
If the doors 
squeak most likely the tie-down 
bolts to the chassis are loose.

Squeaks come from such insig­ 
nificant causes as glazed contact 
points between doors and pillars, 
between hood and lacing, at the 
hood clamps and at the door lock. 
All they need Is slight lubrication, 
a drop of oil in the lock, or a 
touch of grease along the contact 
edges. 
Slight rattles come from parte 
loosened by the inevitable vibration 
of the car. and Jars over rough 
pavements. The bumpers can thus 
be loosened enough to rattle dis­ 
turbingly. 
The trimmings Inside

W ires in the ignition sys­ 
tem may trail and strike against 
the body or chassis as the car 
moves along.

The 
else will depend upon what ex­ 
perience proves to be the most ef­ 
ficient unit for 
each 
particular 
type of farming. 
For Illustration, 
auppcs* it la middle western land, 
where general farming now pre­ 
vails. 
We might go further here 
and Incorporate In Imagination the 
Industrial Farming company. 
The Industrial Farming company 
—controlling 10,000 acres of land, 
let us say—will have a general 
manager at the top. He will se­ 
lect experts responsible for each 
of the departments. The swine su­ 
perintendent 
will 
be 
in 
entire 
charge 
of hog 
production. 
The 
•rops expert will direct planting 
and 
cultivation 
operation* 
The 
engineer will supervise the ma­ 
chinery and its use, with the build­ 
ings, fences and drains in his do­ 
main. 
Another man 
will handle 
ah the sales, watch the markets 
and find the best buyers for the 
company’s output. He will have 
to do with production only to the 
extent of Informing the general 
manager that for a certain period 
it will be best to produce hogs of 
a special weight or more soy beans 
and less corn. 
"A 
manufacturing 
department 
may be maintained by some farms, 
where processing 
of the output 
will be carried further than 
is 
possible in a small farm. This will 
serve to distribute labor require- 1 
in en ta over the year as well as to 
bring more profit to the source of 
production. 
"Full or part time services will 
be required from technical experts. 
An entomologist may be needed to 
solve some knotty insect problem. 
A specialist may be able to show 
how certain spots on the farm are 
adapted 
to a 
rare, 
hlgh-proflt 
crop. 
No 
waste 
of 
by-products 
will be permitted. 
"Who will get these Jobs? The 
country will be combed by each 
industrial 
farming 
company 
for 
farmers who have the experience 
and managerial ability to do the 
work, 
A good manager who spe­ 
cializes 
in hogs on 
his 
80-acre 
farm will find himself offered a 
awin* superintendency on an in­ 
dustrialized farm at a higher sal­ 
ary than he has been able to earn 
on his own place where he has to 
be manager, feeder, plowman, me­ 
chanic, 
salesman and everything 
glee. 
His investment in his eighty 
can be converted Into shares in 
the company. The successful com­ 
panies will have most of their em­ 
ployees as stockholders, probably 
with a special profit-sharing ar­ 
rangement in addition. 
"The farmers who have neither 
expert knowledge nor managerial 
ability will, bo the laborers, just 
as such men ars in any other in­ 
dustry. As workmen for the In­ 
dustrial 
Farming 
company 
they 
may expect better hours and bet­ 
ter pay than they are able to ob­ 
tain as their own employers.”

The “charm ” is a non-polson- 
ous and alm ost invisible disinfec­ 
tant paste, but to the picker it Is 
* “luck” potion to “put health on 
th* store melons." 
Applied to the 
fresh cut 
stem, 
it 
seals 
the 
wounds against spores of a fun­ 
gus found on dead 
and 
dying 
vegetation. 
A single spore, plant 
pathologists say, 
may 
cause a 
noticeable stem rot in three days. 
By tho tim e shipments reach their 
destination whole carloads may be 
Infected. 
Florida 
planters 
already 
are 
preparing their watermelon fields. 
First on them arket, Florida mel­ 
ons ar# subject to extremely long 
hauls, and the perils of disease 
and Injury in transit. 
Texas and 
Georgia melons will follow closely. 
Georgia plants approximately 54,- 
000 acres 
yearly, 
Texas 
34,000 
and Florida 24,000. 
Sixteen other 
slates, for the most part in the 
south, produce watermelons. Most 
of the crop is grown on IO and 
15-acre "patches.” 
All growers 
ar* faced with * the 
problem 
of 
stem end rot and anthracnose. 
The 
latter disease appears 
as 
pock marks on the underside of a 
melon. 
As the shipments travel 
north these * diseased spots often 
develop and become points on en­ 
trance for various organisms of 
decay, with the result that melons 
arrive at the market in unsalable 
condition. 
As many as IOO car­ 
loads at one 
time 
have 
been 
trucked • 
from 
the . Pittsburgh' 
freight yards to the dump heap. 
Seed treatm ent with a mercuric 
chloride 
solution 
and 
spraying 
with Bordeaux m ixture helps con­ 
trol 
anthracnose. 
Careful 
selec­ 
tion 
of 
unblemished 
shipping 
stock ad proper packing are the 
chief safeguards against spoilage 
enroute. 
F. C. Meier, federal plant path­ 
ologist, has estim ated that nine 
per cent of the melons shipped 
from one southern state last year 
arrived at the m arket In bad con­ 
dition dqe to anthracnose. 
More 
than 40,000 carload* 
of 
melons 
are shipped yearly from a pro­ 
ducing point in the United States, 
Losses 
to 
disease 
that 
spreads 
in transit, Meier says, results in 
enormously 
decreased 
profits 
to 
producers, 
shippers 
and 
carriers 
and in many Instances materially 
increases the price to consumers.

GREEN FEED IN 
DAIRY RATION 


By W. M. CORY 
Assistant Farm Advisor 
Sometime during the 
year 
and 
preferably In the spring 
or 
early 
summer, since it Is most easily ob­ 
tained at that 
time, 
green 
feed 
should be provided 
dairy 
stock 
The term dairy stock Is used since 
it applies equally as well to young 
heifers, dry cows, milking cows and 
bulls. Succulent green 
feeds 
are 
high in vitam ins th at may be ab­ 
sent In the rem ainder of the 
ra ­ 
tion. 
Here, where many of the dairies 
are not located on sufficient area 
to permit th# growing of any green 
feed, arrangem ents should be made 
to purchase enough for one 
good 
feed a day for a couple of months 
a t least and longer lf the cost is 
not too great. It makes little differ­ 
ence as to the kind of green feed, 
either barley, oats or alfalfa 
cut 
green and fed freshly cut or with 
but little wilting. 
Feeding green feed makes 
quite 
an added chore in addition to being 
expensive to handle and 
for 
that 
reason Is often neglected. However, 
the dairyman who is not expecting 
a heavy replacem ent would do well 
not to overlook 
this 
feature 
of 
management. 
Root crops or silage will not take 
the place of green feed. 
Oftentimes th# question is asked 
as to the basis of price for green 
feed. Ordinarily, four tons of green 
feed will make one ton of cured hay 
The prices then 
for 
green 
feed 
should be one-fourth that of hay 
laid down at the dairy.

FARM REPORT 


SACRAMENTO, March S.—While 
California farm ers find a ray of 
optimism in the Agricultural O ut­ 
look for 1928, just issued for the 
federal 
bureau 
of 
agricultural 
economics, they should pay heed 
to the warnings that are also in­ 
cluded in this report, it was de­ 
clared today by G. H. Hecke, di­ 
rector of agriculture. 
The fact that both domestic and 
foreign competition will he keener 
during the coming year and the de­ 
mand for agricultural products no 
greater, emphasizes the need of the 
California farm er to have a knowl­ 
edge of world m arkets before em ­ 
barking on any new program of 
development, 
Hecke 
said. 
The 
careful and thorough study which 
the bureau 
of 
agricultural 
eco­ 
nomics has made of all phases of 
the agricultural situation as re­ 
lating to m arketing affords farmers 
the opportunity of obtaining this 
information, and to a large extent 
Is a means of preventing the hap­ 
hazard production which has been 
the cause of so much grief in this 
country, Hecke stated. 
Caution Advised 
The federal bureau points out 
that conditions 
in 
many 
crops, 
such as rice, onions, deciduous and 
citrus fruits, cantaloupes and lambs 
are such that caution should be 
exercised by those who may be 
inclined to increase their produc­ 
tion, Hecke said. 
"California rice growers, for ex­ 
ample, 
should 
take note of the 
bureaus report on the outlook for 
the 
rice 
situation. 
The 
report 
states in part that while the Cali­ 
fornia rice crop in 1927 was 12 
per cent larger than in 1926, the 
prospects for disposing of the sup­ 
ply available for export are not so 
good 
as were 
the 
prospects 
In 
1926-27. 
Japan took a consider­ 
able part of our 1926 crop, due to 
a amal lcrop produced there that 
year. The 1927 Japanese crop, how­ 
ever, was apparently the largest 
on record, and this and other con­ 
ditions 
will 
undoubtedly 
restrict 
the imports from California this 
yea r. 
Onions in Gain 
‘‘The acreage in Bermuda type 
onions in the United States has 
also 
increased 
about 
nine 
per 
cent and is the largest in the past 
five years. 
This is in face of the 
fact that the trend of imports from 
Egypt and other sources is up­ 
ward. 
"Another item of vast im port­ 
ance to the California fruit man is 
the bureau’s reference to bananas. 
It 
states 
th at 
the 
quantity 
of 
this fruit brought into the United 
States 
annually 
has 
increased 
steadily during the last IO years 
and in 1927 was 89 per cent great­ 
er than the amount imported in 
1918 
"Attention also is called to the 
rapid increase in fruit production 
in recent years to the point where 
large quantities of fruits, such as 
apples, peaches, grapes and grape­ 
fruit, 
go to 
waste 
in years 
of 
heavy production 
This increased 
production is the result of large 
plantings 
induced 
by 
periods of 
high prices and further artificially 
stimulated in some area# by those 
who have land for sale.”

DECREASE IN 
CANTALOUPES 
IS ADVOCATED 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 8. 
—There la need for a sharp revision 
downward in tbs acreage planted 
to cantaloupes In the early areas, 
which means principally In the Im­ 
perial valley of California, if last 
years* disastrous low prtees are to 
be avoided, according to th# staff 
of 
th# 
bureau 
of 
agricultural 
economies. Prices received by pro­ 
ducers in the Intermediate states 
indicate the advisability of a con­ 
tinuance of their acreage at about 
th* same level at which it has been 
held the past three years. 
In the 
late states a slight decrease in 
acreage seems advisable. 
Acreage increased 
"In 1927, acreage in the Im perial 
valley Increased about 12 per cent 
and production increased 
CO tier 
cent over 1926, with a resultant de­ 
crease in the total value of the 
crop,” the report states. 
“The fact 
th at a crop valued at 110,269.000 
was produced on 27,560 acres plant­ 
ed in the Imperial valley in 1925, 
compared with last year’s $5,560,000 
crop 
produced 
on 
39,700 
acres, 
should be aufficient argum ent for 
reduction. 
Corresponding 
differ­ 
ences existed between the 1925 and 
1927 acreages and farm values in 
the 
other 
early 
areas 
(Florida, 
Georgia and Texas. Lower Valley) 
indicate the advisability of uniform 
action in this respect. 
Complaints 
regarding quality of last year’s crop 
also point to the necessity of bet­ 
ter growing and grading methods 
and more care about picking at 
proper maturity. 
Little Charge Noted 
“Total acreage and production in 
the 
interm ediate 
shipping 
states 
(Arizona, Arkansas, California oth­ 
er than Imperial, Delaware, Illinois, 
Indiana. Maryland, Nevada, North 
Carolina. Oklahoma, South Caro­ 
lina, and other Texas) have not 
changed greatly during the past 
three years and no general change 
seems desirable although the rela­ 
tion between production and price 
varies considerably 
between 
the 
states in this group. 
W here prices 
have been most favorable, acreage 
is likely to be Increased 
some­ 
w hat and conversely, where prices 
have been less favorable decreases 
are probable. 
The real danger is 
th at the generally more favorable 
returns in the interm ediate group 
last year—acreage and production 
considered—will lead to more in­ 
creases 
than 
decreases 
in 
this 
group. Tho unusually light crop of 
all tree fruits, especially peaches, 
had a very favorable effect upon 
cantaloupe m arketing conditions in 
1927. 
Average returns for tho past 
three years, therefore rather than 
the more favorable prices in 1927, 
should be used as a basis for con­ 
sideration in planting In 1928. These 
Indicate 
that 
a 
m aintenance of 
present acreage in this group of 
states is likely to produce best re­ 
sults. 
Watermelon Outlook 
"Prices received for waterm elons 
during the past few years indicate 
that the acreage planted last year 
will, with average growing condi­ 
tions, produce a crop about as large 
as can be expected to sell a t prices 
th at are not discouragingly low. 
Any appreciable increase in pro­ 
duction in 1928 is likely, to result 
in low prices. In 1927 the generally 
light crop of all tree friuts, with 
which the watermelon competes to 
a greater or lesser extent affected 
prices favorably.” 


FACING STATE 
DAIRY OWNERS 


BERKELEY, Feb. lf —The dairy 
Industry is facing a new situation 
and measures should be taken to 
meet it, In th* opinion of a confer­ 
ence of dairy leaders and educa­ 
tors held at Berkeley. 
This conference wa* called by th* 
director of agricultural extension, B. 
H Cr oc her on, with a view to crys­ 
tallizing tha opinion of the leaders 
of th# industry in California. 
The dairy Industry of tha United 
State# and therefore of California 
is approaching a point of production 
that may place California dairymen 
upon an export rather than an im­ 
port baals, Crockeron said. 
The conference made the follow­ 
ing recommendations with a view 
to meet and Improving the situa­ 
tion: 
“That the effort of the California 
agricultural extension service

That the activ­ 
ities of the agricultural extension 
service are enthusiastically approv­ 
ed and their continuance 
recom­ 
mended. 
Specialist Urged 
"That the time is opportune for 
the establishment of demonstration 
herds for the control of cattle dis­ 
eases In the Interest 
of 
greater 
economy of production: and that a 
specialist in the agricultural exten­ 
sion service be engaged to carry on 
this work. 
"That when beef prices are high 
an unusually good opportunity 
Is 
presented for dairy farmers to sell 
their low producing cows to 
ad­ 
vantage for beef, and that thia sug­ 
gestion be carried to dairy farm ­ 
ers through th# agency of the ag­ 
ricultural 
extension 
service, 
the 
California Bankers’ association, and 
the California Development associa­ 
tion. 
Export Field Cited 
“That the U. S. 
departm ent 
of 
commerce be requested to study in ­ 
tensively and make frequent 
re­ 
ports on possible export 
markets 
for 
dairy 
products 
(specifically 
countries in the 
Orient) 
with 
a 
view to developing new world o u t­ 
lets for dairy products. California 
dairy council 
was 
authorized 
to 
make this request. 
“That the California delegation to 
the world's dairy congress in Lon­ 
don in July be instructed to place 
before that body the m atter of in­ 
creasing consumption of dairy pro­ 
ducts in the countries represented 
and also developing new outlets In 
the Orient. 
“That dairy m anufacturers 
and 
distributors as well as producers 
so harmonize their efforts as to im­ 
prove quality and advertise joint­ 
ly with a view to increasing 
the 
consumption of dairy products in 
California and In the United States 
as a whole. 
“That the agricultural extension 
service urge dairy farmers to feed 
their animals according to 
price 
and value of feeds and to the pro­ 
duction of individual cows—a m eas­ 
ure for economy and efficiency

feeding. 
“That m anufacturers and distrib­ 
utors as well as producers of dairy

C ondi­ 
tions ar* not equally bad every­

favorable clim ate. E a ste rn P ru s ­ 
sia, which is separated by the pol­ 
ish corridor from th* re st of G er­ 
m any Is in the w orst situation.

S T H E R E anything in the age-old super­ 
stition that Old Father Neptune hates 
women, and that he gets into his meanest, 
deadliest mood when audacious femininity 
seeks adventure on or over the shifting crags of 
his watery domain?

Mildred Doran, Princess Lowenstein-Wertheim, 
Mrs. Frances Grayson— each of them tried to 
span the sea and each of them, together with their 
flying companions, was lost. 
Ruth Elder came very close to death in her 
unsuccessful attempt to be the first woman to 
make a non-stop flight across the Atlantic. 
H ad 
not a freighter picked her and her pilot up when 
it did, she, too, would have been swallowed up 
by the sea. 
Thea Rasche, the German aviatrix, fell into the 
Hudson River on one of her first flights in America 
and barely escaped with her life. 
Just the usual and more or less expected price of 
progress in the air, perhaps— but does it not seem strange 
that every’ one of these women had managed many suc­ 
cessful flights over land? 
And that the proportion of 
women dead, maimed or fallen to disaster is much greater 
than that of male flyers?

H E P E R S IS T E N T belief of sailormen that woman and 
the sea is a dangerous combination is not easy to trace back 
to original source, but it appears to be an outgrowth of 
ancient religious superstition blaming most of the world s ills 
on woman. 
Woman brought sin into 
the world. 
She is a trouble­ 
maker. 
W hy not then, make 
her responsible for tragedy 
and misery wherever found? 
The sea played so big a 
part in the lives of all ancient 
peoples, and its tragedies were 
so frequent, that reasons had 
to be found. 
Ancient sailormen leaved sea 
Just wind and rain and 
serpents and the curse of 
typhoon and waterspout did 
sea-going tv omen. 
not 
suffice. 
The 
ancients 


wished to believe in their own handiwork, in the 
soundness of their ships. 
If these could not pre­ 
vail against wind and rain and mighty swells, it 
belittled the builders. 
But if they could believe 
that the supernatural powers of darkness led to 
the sinking of their boats, then they and their 
work seemed less at fault. 
The ancients built up their defense by finding 
“ fetishes” of bad luck. 
Mindful that woman 
was a cause of trouble, no less than of comfort 
and delight, they especially watched those boats 
on which a woman was aboard, to see what 
happened. 
If the boat foundered, as most boats of 
early days did sooner or later,-the woman was 
to blame. 
No special attention was given another 
boat on which no woman was which went down on 
the same day. 
W ay back in 45 A . D ., Pomponius Mela tells of 
the old Druidesses in the island of Sena off the coast 
of Gaul who raised storms by their incantations. 
“ Witch wives” were sent by various wicked queens of ancient 
folklore to wreck the ships of 
those who had spurned their 
royal 
love.

H E A N N A L S of the sea are full of tragedies of 
boats carrying women. 
W hittier tells the story of “T he Palatine,” a 
Dutch emigrant boat, bound for Philadelphia, heavily 
laden with women and children. 
Gales and high seas 
buffeted the boat for weeks. 
The captain died or was mur­ 
dered. 
T he crew mutined, seizing rations which they sold to 
the passengers at exorbitant prices and let those starve and 
thirst to death who could not pay. 
Then the crew took to 
the lifeboats and deserted the ship, leaving it at the mercy of 
the storm. 
It was finally seen off Sandy Hook and life-saving 
boats went out to take off the passengers. 
One woman, crazed with horror, would not come. 
The 
wreckers had to leave and set fire to the ship so that it would 
not be a ifienace to other boats. 
For years old salts told of 
seeing a phantom ship wrapped in flame off Sandy Hook. 
O ld Father Neptune seems to be running true to form in the 
case of women who fly over him, not even touching his waters 
till he brings them unwillingly down to death and oblivion. 
O n Aug. 16, 1927, the plane “ Miss Doran” bearing the 
pretty Flint. Michigan, school teacher, Mildred Doran, took 
off from Oakland, California, in an attempt to win some of 
the $35,000 James D . Dole prize money for the aviators who 
would make the first non-stop flight from the United States 
to Hawaii. 
N ot for weeks would the nation give up hope for the first 
oceanic girl flyer and her crew. John Pedlar and Lieut. V . FL 
Knope. 
But finally her little pupils brought roses to her 
memorial service and Mildred Doran was considered lost at 
sea. 
Another plane which set out to comb the waters for ber 
and her companions has never been heard from.

N Aug. 31, 1927, the 62-year-old Princess Lowenstein- 
Wertheim, set out in the plane “St. Raphael” from 
Upavon, England, bound for O naw a. 
Neither she nor 
Captain Leslie Hamilton nor Colonel Minchin, her companions, 
have been heard of since. 
Undoubtedly they went to watery 
graves. 
The latest defiant gesture of Neptune against women daring 
his wrath is the complete disappearance of Mrs. Frances Gray­ 
son, who, in her plane “ The Dawn,*' took off from Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island, for Newfoundland, Dec. 23. 1927, in the 
first lap of a trans-Atlantic flight. 
A boat, sailing the North Atlantic, reported hearing the 
whirr of motors and a terrific plunge that night. 
Since the 
ship’s location was about where “ The Dawn” should have 
been at that time, it is believed that Mrs. Grayson, Brice 
Goldsborough and Fred Koehler went to their deaths then. 
Aviatrix Ruth Elder is very much alive, doing her vaudeville 
stuff in pretty Paris clothes, but grim old Neptune did his very 
best to get her when he brought her down Oct. 14, 1927, after 
she had crossed 2,500 miles of watery blankness. 
She and 
her pilot were luckily saved by a Dutch tanker that found them 
exhausted with their merciless buffeting by the waves. 
The German aviatrix, Thea Rasche, never got into any seri­ 
ous difficulty until she tried flying over water. 
She got an icy 
bath in the Hudson river when, after diving low under Pough­ 
keepsie bridge and trying to make a dizzy climb afterwards, 
her engine stopped and she had to come down in the river. 
She 
was saved, but came near to 
ending her adventurous career. 
Lilli Dillenz, Viennese ac­ 
tress, got as far as the Azores 
in her intended flight from 
Germany to Newfoundland 
and, after repeated vain at­ 
tempts to continue, gave up 
the venture.

Tells H ow It Feels to Rediscover Life

N E of the most tragic periods in my 
career is taking place— that of re­ 
discovering life after 
17 years in 


penal institutions, three years and six 
months of which were terminated on 
Dec. 8 of the year just passed. 
To folks who have always had their freedom 
the change of things comes gracefully. 
But to 
me, 
on the morning of Dec. 8. the change in 
the mode of living, dress, and the hundred and 
one other things that make up your daily lives, 
fairly knocked me off my feet. 
Perhaps one may appreciate this more when 
I confess that up until the eighth of December 
I had not for three years and six months spoken 
to any woman, met any particular friend from 
freeland, nor had I seen any streets, houses, or 
a single sight of the innumerable sights that make 
up the average citizen’s daily life. 
I think you will appreciate having me tell you 
about a few little happenings on the night before 
my release from Auburn prison. 
Perhaps a 
little glimpse of my world will help you to feel 
how I feel about your world. 
The night that I have in mind was Dec. 7. 
Myself and about 140 others were cluttered to­ 
gether in one of the great hallways of the prison. 
W e men were trusties, sleeping in double-decked 
bunks arranged through the hall that ran around 
the inner cellblock. 
W e were there, cluttered 
together in these little bunks, because all of the 
cells in the great institution were filled. 
To convey exactly what I have in mind, it 
gave us a chance of observing the little world in 
which we lived. 
This may seem rather absurd. 
Albeit, prior to the time of our evolution to the 
hall we few privileged souls had known very 
little of the small world in which we lived. 
We 
had known only the shop in the daytime, and 
the six-foot cell in the night time. 
Much of our 
lives back in those days and nights had been 
imagination. 
T 


H IS living and dealing with two seemingly 
distinct worlds, during the last year of my 
incarceration, led me up to my last night 
with a very peculiar 
glint on life; it sort of 
got me to believing 
that there were two 
distinct worlds. 
This used to worry 
me a little bit, used 
to get me to thinking 
that I was mentally 
slipping. 
But on my 
last night, w h e n I 
thought of the world 
of freedom that would 
be mine at dawn, and 
looked upon it as a 
third 
world, 
I 
was 
truly frightened. This 
may sound silly. 
But 
let me tell you some­ 
thing : 
I know a man who 
left Auburn a little 
over three years ago, 
after serving 15 years, 
and who in a 
few 
weeks was returned to 
prison from parole by 
his own request be­ 
cause he was dying 
with too sudden con­ 
tact with freedom, or 
in cold-blooded grim 
truth— Life! 
This 
man, 
after 
taking back his old 
job in prison and the 
daih' routine he had 
followed for 15 years, 
immediately 
regained 
his health. 
As soon 
^ 
as this was brought 
about 
he 
gradually 
went back to freedom; a little sweeping of side­ 
walks, a trip or two on a prison truck, and a few 
other gradual contacts that gracefully made him 
acquainted with life. 
The night of Dec. 7th rn the vicinity of A u­ 
burn was wild with a storm, and as weird with 
the sweep of gale as Poe’s Raven. 
And the, 
yard beyond my window black as Hades, varied 
only with seeming inferno beams from the search­ 
lights rn the guntowers. 
It seemed to me, standing there by the window. 


Rose to Fame 
In a Prison Cell 
KA™ O ’D A R E — although that's not 
really his name— is a man 42 years 
old. 
More than a third of those years he 
has spent behind prison bars for various 
offenses against society, principally theft 
and forgery. 
In 1919 he escaped from jail at Abilene, 
Texas, after being indicted for stealing 
$20,000. 
For five months he was hunted 
in 38 states, was finally caught and re­ 
turned to the gray walls he knew so well. 
Back behind the bars, he felt the urge 
to write. 
And the things he wrote— epi­ 
sodes in his own adventurous life and the 
feelings of convicts shut away from the 
world—were so poignant, so colorful, so 
outstandingly individual, that literary critics 
called him ‘‘the new O. Henry.” 
Today Kain O ’Dare is back in the 
world of men. 
His first reactions to 
freedom, which he sets down on this page, 
have given way to an acceptance of things 
as they are. 
He is determined not to lose this world 
again, and knows that the remarkable gift 
discovered and developed in a prison cell 
will enable him to take an honorable and 
enviable place in the society he passed up 
for the half world, its people and its ways, 
which his pen pictures so vividly that he is 
beginning his rediscovery of life as an estab­ 
lished force in American literature.

T ’S five a. rn. of December 
the eighth! 
Freedom, life, 
and the seeming third world 
are mine.

all three of us running through 
Auburn’s gate. 
A nd just out­ 
side one of them cried: 
"Look at the moon!” 
Our buddy cried, “ W here?” 
And I had the pleasure of 
pointing out the lovely orb hang­ 
ing over the Auburn walls. 
That moment was absolutely 
great, for so help me God! it 
was my first full view of the 
moon in three years and six 
months. 
If you don’t think the moon is 
a great sight stay in the house nights for 
the next three years and six months and 
then come out and look at it. 
I ll bet 
my bottom dollar that tears will roll down 
your face as you look at it. 
They did 
mine, the morning of December the 8th, 
outside the walls of Auburn. 
In the height of this emotion, one of the boys 
said:

The first thing I did was to 
attend to one of the most tragic and piti­ 
ful things in the world— that of breaking 
gracefully in upon my Mother, who had 
not seen me in so many years, 
but who 
had stood by in all of the years of my 
trouble. 
This Mother of mine in Binghamton 
was living with my sister, well cared 
for and with everything in her life but 
her boy. 
And I knew, pondering at the station 
to where I had migrated from Syracuse, that a 
too sudden appearance of that boy might kill the 
Mother. 
With this in mind, I called up a friend and 
told that friend 
my errand. 
She immediately 
arranged for the meeting of Mother and son a 
little later in the day, along toward twilight 
somewhere. 
She would go on ahead and tell 
Mother that I was in town. 
Then I should 
telephone and tell her that I was in town.

gracefully, a while later, make my appearance.
